-, Ome Account of the following Book I 
am bound to give, in point of Fuftice 
Y. borh ro it and my ſuf, and ſomething 
S-; may be jaid tending ro promote the 
Uſefulneſs of it. Which things will be the 
maiter of this Preface ;, and in ſuch matter it 
widl not be 1mperiinent to attain the Reader 
for a luttle while, 

It was a Book of Dewntions diſpos'd into 
the Form and Method of the Roman Brevia- 
Ty; and thougi) the matter of it was not the 
jame with) that, yet therein were the Truths of 
Coriftian Religion frequently mixed, a inthe 
Belief of that Church, witn roſe ENT OREO MS 
Do&rins which 1n latter Ages have been ad- 
ded to Chriftiaeny. What I tioug.2t to ve 
/uch by the airettion of Hily Scripture , and 
the Articles of of Church which are draw 
jrom thenceg accarding to tos uſual Interpre- 
AF ration 
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tation made of it by the moſt pure and Primi- 


tive Ages of Chriſtianity, that 1 have taken 


away, and connefted the Senſe with what thoſe 
Rules ſuggeſted to be truth. Therefore has this 
Book the Title of Reform'd Devotions. And 


1 dare ſay, if Holy Scripture may be the Rule + 
to judge by in theſe matters, ( as it muſt be in | 
all ſuch matters ) the Book us now more truly | 
correficd and amended, than it was in any ' 


of ihe former Editions, thouch it pretends 
ro have been four times Printed, and twice 
with that Advantage. In the fourth and 
lajft Faition, which is aated, Roan 1685, 
it 75 [aid to be Correflea and Augmented ; 
and there is added to it in that a whols 
Offce for the Virgin Mary; which being 
very afferent from the former Book , and 
much infericur to it in all Reſpefts, and 
morc corrupted, I have whsliy left it ont ;; 
and having made uſe of that part of the 
former Book whick proviacd for all the Saints 
Days, I ſhould have wanted a good Reaſon 
for ſo regarding one particular Saint, if 1 
had rlcd that part of the Book diStin : 
Ard there being enough of the other to ſerve 
my Method , I did not trouble my ſelf to 
Pick out the beſt Sentences of that to mix with 
the reſt. This I did out of one Office in the

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other Book ; becauſe in the preſent Methoa ' 


1 had no occaſion for it diſt mt, and vecanſe 


the © 
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the greateſk part of that Office rela- 
red to the Souls ſupposd to be in Pur- 
gatory. 

I am juſtified in the reforming cf this Book, 
and purging out thoſe fore-mention'd Doitrins , 
by the Authority of our Nation, which did, 
for the ſake of them, a few years ago condemn 
the Book to a publick burning, And becauſe 
there was a great atal of it wery good Senſe, 
and that compos'd in a very devout ſtrain , 
and an ingenious ſtyle, and mixt with ſeveral 
enrions Hymas \, 1 thought it was wortiy of 2 
Reformation, and as well too g024 to be thrown 
away whole, as too baa 10 be uſed whole: Which 
I donot not, allingenous ard acvonut Readers 
will acknowledoe upon perinſing what is here 
preſented, when I ſhall bave ſais that the moſt 
of it is but what I found 1 that Book, Tet 
1 ſubſcribe to the Wiſdom ana TFuſtice of 
that Condemnation which it una!rwen |

( ſ.ice many offenſive things were © ntain'd 17 
it, and they often wity great Artifice infi- 
nuated in very diſguiſing terms ) the more 
it aid deſerve that fate, Some paſlages there 
mere ia it capable of two Interpretations, 
whieh joyn'd with falſe Dofrins, mut be 
taterpre:cd 10 anill meaning ; bit jiyn'd wih 
Truths, muſt be underſtood to mean well : 
And [;me of theſe dy {ti remaja here, be- 


cauſe 
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cauſe 1 was loath to throw out any thing 
needleſiy 5, and eſpecially if there was Wit 
and Elegancy in the Compoſure;, that ſo this 
Book might be in ſome reſpets better, and 
in others, at leaſt, no worſe than the for- 
mer. There were in it Leſſons to every 
Office, which 1 have left out, becauſe they 
conſiſted of but ſome Sentences of the truly 
Canonical Scriptare, joywd without diftinH- 
on with other Sentences; and that Tranſla- 
tion which thoſe Scriptures were in, 1 diffe- 
rent from hat Authentick among us : Be- 
ſides, 1 did not always think them exafly 
ſuited to the places they held , and. I think the 
abſence of them may be reckou'd well enough ſup- 
ply'd by the pertinent Sentences'of huly Scripture 
which I have through the whole Book fre- 
quertly naxed with the mattcy of it , «{pe- 
cially ſince thoſe that will rcaa Lifſons in 
their private Nevotions, have the hely Sci ipe 
tures 1n their hands, tra: flatcd jimito the wul- 
gar Tongue, The Hymns that were in the 
former Book are all retain'd, aid one ts 
added to fill up the prefent Method * But 
they are many of tnem alrer'd , fome to be 
corretied, ſome to be ſupplyed with a few 
Syliables, or 4 Stanza bere and there to fit 
them to the Tunes of cur ſinging Pjalms, 
as many of them were before, and now they 
all are, The Petitions were are oather'd 
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The Preface. 
partly out of thoſe parts of the former 


Book, which in that were called Pſalms, 

in this Meditations; and partly from 

other places, | 

The Devotions for every Day in the 

Week, are not jo appropriated to thoſe Days 

of the Wee they are deſign'd for, but that they 
may be uſed on any other Day 5 as indeed I 
know no reaſon for ſuch appropriation : They 
are thus placed to diſpoſe them in ſome Me- 
thod, that they might not lye together like a 
confus'd diſorderly heap. Only thofe for the 
Lyrd's Day are moſt proper for that: Thoſe 
ſer to Thurſday, becauſe all the Subjet of them 
# the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper , are 
very fit to be uſed on any Day when we receive 
that Ho'y Sacrament. To thr, that ſome of 
tne Devotions are ſaid to ve defignd for tre 
Holy days, 7 jay ; Thoſe that will be pleas'd 
but to look beyond the Title, will be as well 
ſatisfied with the matter of that, as of any 
vther part of the Book. 1 did not contrive 
che Beok ſo diſtineuiſht , but found itſo, and 
thought that Method might renaer it the more 
uſeful to thoſe who ſhall be willing to aſe it 
ina Method. Some among us are willing 
ro obſerve ſuch Days according to the Ap- 
pointment of our Church , and they may pro- 
fitably on them make uſe of what us here 
allotted to thoſe Days, for their ſakes. Others 
| perhaps 
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perhaps are not fully ſatisfied in their minds 
to do this, and they may with good Profit 
( if they pleaſe ) read that part of tbe Bok 
07 any other Days : And why then ſhould 
the latter ſort be diſpleaſed, if the former 
are gratified ; and I, ascoraing to the exe 
cellent Rule and Prattice of St. Paul, as 
become all things to all men for their good. 
Ts my Charity, he that regards a Day re- 
gards ut tothe Lord ;, and ke that regards 
not a Day, to the Lord he doth not regard 
it. 1 ſuppoſe the different Pratice may pro- 
ceed in both from pious minds, ( but ſuch 
as are poſſeſs'd in this matter with foms 
difference of Opinions) and I nil not judge 
" or ſet at nought any of my Brethren: Aid 
as |] am not willing to put the worst Titer- 
pretation that can be upon the Pratiices of 
any, ſo I deſire all would deal thus with 
me, and where any thing in the Book may 
be interpreted 10 a good meaning, that they 
world do fo. Tus Praftice, I am furc, ws 
contain'd under that general and jndiſven{a= 
ble Rule, of deing to others as we would they 
ſpould do unto us. TI have aſſiftcd tne one 
fort the micre willingly , becauſe it will be 
no prejudice to the other ;, unle}s they pleaſe 
to reject what is not in 1t ſelf the leſs nſee 
ful, meerly for bearing ſuch a Title as this, 
and for beins in ſuch a mathid as may 
ER renaer 
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render it the more uſeful to ſome of their 
Brethren, I defire of the World but this 
piece of Tuſtice alſo ( which I ſhall certain- 
ly obtain from all that are not ill-natur'd 
in the caſe) that every one do commend 
what thy may like in the Book ;, for then 1 
am ſure it will be Univerſally commena- 
ed; and then it will be the more gene- 
rally and the more profitably uſed, which 
is the end I aim'd at in ſeeking to ap- 
prove it to many. — 
In Reforming a Book from ſuch principles 
as are purgd out of this, it is well known 1 am 
not without ſeveral Preſidents, Aid what 
has been ene of this kind before having fonnd 
good acceptance, both formerly and more late- 
ly, I was thereby the more encourag d in this 
andertaking : I will not aiſparage what others 
have done ; but I think there may be obſerved 
ſome defefts in their Work ; which I have a- 
voided, The Book that I have choſe; to cor- 
red, aves equal, at leaſt, if not exceed an 
other that has been thus uſed. Indeed 1 bave 
mot ſeen that Writing of any Author of 
the ſame Communion, whith in my Tudg- 
ment, was comparable to this excellent piece : 
The matter of the Book I preſume 1s not at. 
all leſs fit to aſſiſt, and excite true and 
wiſe Devotion than it was before: For 
there is no need of errors to promote any 
6x07. 
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exerciſe of true Rigion : And there being 
ſo much of excellent and uſeful matter ſtill 
lefr, what 1s ſeparated * may the better be 
ſpar'd. Ana the leaving out thoſe Drincy- 
ples renders the book more generally uſeful, 
ſnce now it is become ſo 10 thoſe of our 
Church, while they wil meet with nothing 
in it, but what they can aſſentto : And it 
may till, if they pleaſe be uſeful to thoſe 
of the other Communion, fince the peculiar 
principles, which they have receiv'd are one- 
ly left out, and the remaining matter is what 
all fobex ChriStians may agree in : Inderd 
I inteuded not to infett it with cortroverſie, 
aud rot to gratifie, but rather divert the 
contentions humour of the age ; I would nct 
engage the World more in controverſte, 
which perhaps 1s already too much engag'd 
in it; but had rather poſſeſs Mens Minds 
with an affeftionate powerful ſenſe of thoſe 


important 1ruths, which Chriſtians do gene-. 


rally aſſent to 5, and which are of abſolute 
weceſſity to be known, and lov'd, and obiy'd ; 
for which purpoſe this Buok 15 perhaps as well 
fitted now, as any that can be met with : 
Unleſs any one will except that incompara- 
ble Book the Expolition of our Church Ca- 
techiſm, latcly compoſed for the uſe of the 
Dioceſs of Bath and Wells ; I can rea- 
aily afſems to him that ſhall prefer ar to 

| fs 
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this : Ta this following book I am ſure 10 im- 
partial and judicious Reader , can think 
that the devout and ſerious expreſſions do 
want their Foundation in Reaſon, by being 
ſeparated from the Principles that are purg'd 
out, Many ſuch Expreſſions may be found 
in the wruings of the devout and elegant 
Fathers, which could not be drawn from fuck, 
Principles, becauſe they are of a later inwen- 
tion: Beſides, the Hily Scripture and the 
fundamental Truths drawn from thence, and 
contain'd in the four firſt Creeds, are Foun- 
dation enough for ſuch things. It were a 
miflake therefore to imagine, that we muſt 
weeds be beholden to any peculiar or diſt init 
principles, not held by the truly ancient and 
Apoſtolick Church, for ſuch a produttion as 
this. Ithink it may appear by the following 
Book, that thoſe Principles are not neceſſary as 
a Foundation, nor any ways advantageous to 
the ſuperſtrufture. 

For the ſake of thoſe who ſhall be willing to 
uſe this Book in a cert din Order and Method 
in their private Devotions, ( where a good 
Method conſtantly obſerv'd 1s of great ad-. 
vantage) I ſhall ſugget a few things for 
Direction in the uſe of it. / ſuppoſe the 
ordinary Courſe of moſt Perſons ti this pri- 
vate Exerciſe, is only to reaa, perhaps, the 
Holy Scripture, or ſome good Byok, and to 
Pray < 
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Pray: But I think thoſe that do only fo, |
